But 
aside from these, there are tons non-active files which will some 
day moved, when the Archive Division the State Library can 
house them. Under such conditions one can state absolutely 
and concisely what there is; and one result this difficulty, 
research work that might utilize business documents 
handicapped. 

Most the important colonial and revolutionary records bear- 
ing economic development are already print the first, 
second, and third series the “Pennsylvania Archives.” These 
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must read with the printed record the council, known the 
Record,” and the proceedings, Votes Assembly.”

Turning the post-revolutionary period, find amazing 
and feverish activity land speculation, activity common 
the other states. wonder the term “Critical does not 
reflect more accurately the Federalist psychology? Unbounded 
confidence surely actuated the early well-known investors and 
plungers American wild lands, well the settlers themselves. 
The story Robert Morris familiar, but this phase his life 
has not been closely examined. also passing strange that John 
Nicholson, his associate, should today reduced 
This man, who died 1800 with debt over 
three millions, and whom tradition holds have one time owned 
one seventh the state, has not even sketch which does him 
not even mentioned Holdsworth’s four-volume 
history banking Pennsylvania. Yet, there are the Land 
Office, Department Internal Affairs, some seventeen large cases 
Nicholson Papers which were seized the state commission- 
ers when Nicholson’s accounts controller were found unbalanced. 
There are extensive records showing the location and amount 
Nicholson lands, acquired through the Asylum Company, the 
Population Company and other ventures, separate pur- 
chases. There are deeds, warrants, account books, bank books, 
notes, drafts, etc., well thousands letters, the value 
which has not been determined. was connected with Bayn- 
ton, Wharton, and Morgan, other accounts theirs are found here. 
one will fully understand this era who has not looked these 


The sketch the Dictionary American Biography well written, but the 
handicap inadequate printed sources was too great overcome. 
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papers. this connection, may remarked that the entire 
Land Office illustrates the land development the state, but 
one person his lifetime could examine all the documents, vol- 
uminous the material there. 

The canal era American History has attracted many writers, 
but one, far know, has read the mass material the 
State Archives relating Pennsylvania’s uphill struggle with the 
serried Allegheny ridges and the plateaus her effort divert some 
the western trade from the Erie. Those who will turn back the 
pages McMaster can imagine the wealth material hand 
what was known the Pennsylvania Canal, with its various 
feeders. This material also practically all the Land Office, 
Department Internal Affairs, but some score volumes are 
under the charge the Secretary the Commonwealth. the 
archives proper are found, after careful search, the petitions 
from groups interested citizens the legislature and the execu- 
tive, the extensive series known the County Papers and the 
Governors’ Papers. There are also occasional letters and docu- 
ments considerable value which would repay thorough search- 
ing. Some years ago these collections yielded, after careful culling, 
some twenty volumes papers the building early turnpikes. 
They were gathered together, classified under the names the 
various pikes, and have been prime source for early road con- 
struction. Many the early contract books with the names 
subscribing parties and accounts are there. 

Returning canals, find the Land Office one case some 
300 boxes papers showing reports the construction costs, 
upkeep, etc., state canals and railroads between 1828 and 1858. 
another case find some sixty volumes relating directly the 
Pennsylvania Canal and its feeders. There are contracts for all 
kinds materials and construction, surveys, repairs, damage 
claims, reports, etc. The story the famous Portage Railway 
also here. The dates range from the 1820’s the 
The Journal the canal commissioners, commencing ten 
volumes, totalling some six thousand pages, are the same case. 
These details are selected illustrative. They can supple- 
mented reference the two main series the Archive Divi- 
sion before mentioned. very interesting study taverns, 
hand hand with roads, might made examination and 
listing the tavern licences found the County Papers. Addi- 
tional data would secured the various County Archives among 
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the licence records, the deeds, mortgages, wills, and tax records. 
this connection, the files the recent CWA survey lists the 
classes records found nearly every courthouse, their 
amount, and the missing volumes bundles. These data are filed 
the Archive Division the State Library. 

Collections source material libraries and other depositories 
were also inventoried the survey. Unfortunately, the results 
are still correlated, arranged, and indexed before they are 
completely useful. attempt was made survey briefly the 
business records Philadelphia’s oldest firms. The several dozen 
establishments covered indicate how much remains studied, 
digested, and written students business history. 
course mention these private records can not put into print, 
but access may possibly secured writing us. 

illustration the type material surveyed every pos- 
sible location, would like quote from paper entitled, 
Survey and the Writing Pennsylvania History,” Mr. Alfred 
Boerner, one supervisors, especially the section referring 
land speculation. Mr. Boerner says part: “There has long 
been need comprehensive study land speculation Pennsyl- 
vania, enterprise that colors almost every other phase our 
history. exhaustive examination its implications would 
undoubtedly give new significance much that already know.

Thou- 
sands deeds, drafts, surveys, transfers, records sale, litigation 
papers, and assessment lists chronicle the tale the land develop- 
ment Pennsylvania, the effect the western frontier, the rise 
new industries, and the effect the growth transportation 
facilities land prices and Here Mr. Boerner discusses 
the Nicholson Papers, mentioned above. continues, private 
collection few hundred pieces Lewisburg casts some more 
illumination this development; the Parry, Yost, and Hoy 
papers the Schuylkill County Historical Society’s possession 
bring the story into the hard coal regions. the Lancaster 
County Historical Society collection are several hundred items 
varying importance, correspondence, deeds, minutes, stock, etc., 
the Lancaster County Land Company. The Bingham Land 
Company Wellsboro, Tioga County, still existence, has enor- 
mous files later records, and course only those current 
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value would available the student. Records the Asylum 
venture, which ties with the Nicholson speculations, can 
found the archives Luzerne County, which the time in- 
cluded Bradford County, and the Tioga Point Museum 
Athens, where Mrs. Louise Wells Murray, the mother the present 
curator, collected hundreds manuscripts relating the French 
Royalist settlement. Towanda, the Bradford County Histori- 
cal Society possesses the bill sale for the Asylum tract from 
Robert Morris the younger Doniatus Ray Chaumont, 
well many the original deeds and patents Robert Morris. 
Here are several hundred pieces correspondence, reports, orders, 
etc., Kihgsberry, the Bradford County agent the French 
Proprietors, well drafts, maps, and deeds the Dupont 
tract, the Susquehanna Purchase and other ventures land de- 
velopment. the Tioga Point Museum may found some fifty 
papers the same character concerning the Susquehanna Purchase. 
the Snyder County courthouse have found collection 
several hundred drafts, deeds, and executed warrants covering 
surveys made dozen eastern counties between 1755 and 1856. 
Most these papers had apparently been the property Deputy 
Surveyor William Maclay and had been enlarged later owners. 
addition, course, our newspaper survey will furnish infor- 
mation where might found contemporary accounts 
these enterprises, the way news reports, advertisements, and 
editorial comment.” 

The above statements leave out account the Historical Society 
Pennsylvania, story itself, the Western Pennsylvania His- 
torical Society, already discussed previous number this 
Bulletin Mr. Field, and the Wyoming Historical and Geological 
Society, not yet fully surveyed. Every student knows the ex- 


cellent work Dr. Julian Boyd editing the Susquehanna Com- 


pany Papers, derived large part from the Wyoming Society 
Wilkes-Barre.

difficult find person who has displayed greater 
amount assiduity unearthing papers and manuscripts 
business history than has the Society’s president, Mr. Charles 
Taylor. Corporation records, shipping and whaling papers, log 
books, estate management papers, indentures, deeds, and fact 
manuscripts and documents almost all phases business his- 
tory have been lodged the Baker Library result Mr. 
Taylor’s activities. Among the countless historical documents 
brought light him item that does not have great deal 
business significance, nevertheless sufficiently entertaining 
justify its publication. 

When ancient man first began use writing convey ideas 
other men, used concrete objects rather than abstract words 
symbols for his thoughts. Today, man sometimes reverts 
these concrete symbols his writing letters for purposes 
amusing and entertaining his reader. Back 1864 employee 
the Treasury Department used this device, commonly known 
rebus, thank friend for gift oysters; and this letter 
that Mr. Taylor has unearthed. That the author was clever 
composing his rebus evident after inspection photograph 
the letter this Bulletin. Our interpretation the letter 
follows: 

City Washington, April 1864 
Revenue Steamer Hercules. 


Dear Sir, 


Friendship and courtesy, alike, 
Combining pleasure, prompt this letter; 
Deserving ball and chain, 

neglected, when I’d time, 
express grateful feeling, 
(Though were penned Doggerel rhyme,) 
Still all the facts revealing. 
Well, week ago the barrel came; 
(T’was the morning hours, 
Oh! for Shakesperian pow’r! 
Oh! Heliogabalus’s shade! 
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And Epicurus’s likewise! 
Assist describe the raid 
made stews and frys; 
And also those luscious raws, 
Upon the pies and fritters!; 
tell, how half score jaws 
Did wag, like starving critters! 
Shiver topsails! how fine! 
(We missed but one addition, 
Our generous giver, not joining dine, 
crown complete fruition)! 
dreampt was male mermaid, 
and that you were another; 
and was our daily trade, 
Fine Bivalve folks bother 
One moonlight night, floating down 
The bay’s transluscent water; 
Said you me, visit town, 
And call some one’s daughter!”

Labor Agreements and Indentures 


THE status labor has been markedly changed since the early days 
our country. general may said that the worker has 
tended acquire position even greater bargaining power rela- 
tive the employer (indeed, today there are instances where labor 
holds the superior position.) course certain types laborers 
have always possessed advantageous and strategic bargaining 
power position, but the whole the tendency toward greater 
freedom for labor class not disputable. Evidences this 
evolutionary movement the worker’s status toward more free- 
dom contract may found the numerous labor agreements 
and labor indentures the Baker Library. 
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With the exception absolute slavery, the outstanding example 
the American laborer his most shackled state that the 
indentured servant. Cheesman Herrick his Servi- 
tude defines indentured servants per- 
sons remanded state servitude, those who legal process, 
custom, had voluntarily disposed their time for term years.” 
This form labor contract appeared early colonial history, and 
largely grew out agreements made European persons desir- 
ing come America, who bound themselves servants for 
period years payment for boat passage. Although the major 
source indentured servants was the European immigration, 
certain amount this type labor was obtained from within the 
country. Criminals, debtors, orphans, and persons unable sup- 
port themselves free men provided the native supply inden- 
tured laborers. The Baker Library possesses one indenture dated 
1801, which mother, unable support her son, bound 
him out servant for period three years. was not until 
well into the nineteenth century that the practice indenturing 
servants disappeared, and notable fact this connection 
emphasized Cheesman Herrick, who states that the 
system actually disappeared, was not directly legislated out 
existence was Instead died slow and somewhat 
natural death. Among the factors contributing the decline 
this form contractual labor were laws against imprisonment for 
debt, development the factory system, and the discovery the 
part employers that was cheaper employ persons when 
needed rather than support them steadily dependents. 

Somewhat akin the practice indenturing servants was the 
old custom binding child apprentice, the essential dif- 
ference being that child was supposedly learning trade and was 
consequently preparing himself for later life. The numerous ap- 
prenticeship indentures the Baker Library reveal that appren- 
tices for all practical purposes were subject the wills and wishes 
their masters and were practically the same position in- 
dentured servants. great similarity may noted all these 
apprenticeship indentures. The child was usually bound until his 
twenty-first birthday, “during all which time, the apprentice 
his said Master well and faithfully shall serve, his secrets keep, his 
lawful commands duly obey. shall not waste the goods 
his said Master, nor lend them unlawfully another. cards 
dice any other unlawful game, shall not play. shall not 
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absent himself, day night from the service his said 
Master, without leave; nor haunt frequent ale-houses, taverns, 
gaming places. shall not contract matrimony within the 
said term; nor shall commit any acts vice immorality 
which are forbidden the Laws the Commonwealth.” 

for the Master, addition teaching the apprentice his own 
calling agreed most cases, “that the apprentice was 
taught read the English Bible, and also write legible hand 
and also shall and will, well and truly find, allow unto, and pro- 
vide for the said apprentice, sufficient and wholesome meat and 
drink, with washing, lodging, and other necessaries meet and con- 
venient for such apprentice, during all the time term afore- 
said. And the end and expiration thereof shall dismiss the ap- 
prentice with two good suits apparel for all parts his body, 
suitable for one his degree, that say one suit for the Lord’s 
day and the other suit for working days.” 

Like the indentured servant system, the dying out the in- 
dentured apprentice plan was due large part the trend 
toward factory production. Mass production resulted the sim- 
plification the individual job that long period apprentice- 
ship was made unnecessary. However, all features the apprentice- 
ship system did not completely die out, and even today have 
certain modified forms the old plan. The actual indenturing 
apprentices was not practiced after the early third the nineteenth 
century. With the rise the industrial system, boys began live 
their own homes during their apprenticeship and addition 
were paid small wage. Study Apprenticeships, Trade and 
Educational Thomas Larkin indicates that 
the Civil War the regulation apprenticeship became 
important problem for the trade unions.” 

With the rapid development the country became necessary 
move large groups men into certain newly opened regions 
carry out various promotional projects. The agreements made 
with these men introduce another form contractual obligation 
between laborers and employers. interesting agreement this 
nature found photostatic copy original contract drawn 
between American and group Chinese workers, who con- 
tracted work stone masons common laborers California 
for period ninety days. Among the various clauses the 
agreement the following are the most interesting: Chinamen 
hereby covenant proceed the State California the 
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Bark remain with the said Peyton the capacity 
stone masons common laborers for the full term ninety 
working days after their arrival California. ... The said Peyton 
give the said Chinamen free passage the said bark, and 
pay them lawful money the United States for each and every 
day labor performed the said Chinamen and furthermore 
supply them with provisions quality and quantity hereinafter 
specified the daily allowance for each man shall consist one 
half pound rice and one quarter pound fish its equiva- 
lent bread and meat the hours labor shall from sun 
sun set with the exception one hour commencing 
that failure perform all any part this agreement shall 
operate forfeiture wages.” 

The Society also has its possession group labor contracts 
for gang sent Louisiana logging project 1857. The 
more notable provisions these agreements are follows: the 
laborer agreed “to submit such laws and regulations may 
deemed necessary good order and feeling the 
gang, and find himself necessary tools and any 
instance intoxication will violation this contract.” The 
employer addition specified wage agreed “to procure the 
laborer passage off and find him wholesome provisions until 

Turning the present day find that under Section the 
National Industrial Recovery Act the workers are granted the 
right collective bargaining. other words although each 
worker makes individual contract with the employer, the terms 
that contract will governed agreements arrived under 
collective bargaining. 

Thus may seen that referring even these random trade 
agreements there has been tendency for the American worker 
gain greater and greater amount freedom his position 
labor contractor. course there were men the early colonial 
days who were free make their own labor contracts the 
freest man today, but cannot said that today any in- 
dustry does the employer have much right dictate concern- 
ing the life and well-being worker did the masters under 
the indentured servant system.

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Aptuxcet, Trading Place the Pilgrims 


THESE days hear much praise collective and controlled 
enterprises. is, therefore, especially interesting note that the 
first business contract signed this country which have 
record was establish undertaking just such sort. This 
event occurred Plymouth 1626, when Governor William 
Bradford, Captain Miles Standish, William Brewster, John Alden, 
and several others drew agreement with the Colony and with 
the Merchant Adventurers London, England, whereby they as- 
sumed complete control the trade the Colony for period 
six years. 

doing they hoped able make enough profit their 
trade with the Indians and the Dutch pay off what they owed the 
Merchant Adventurers, who had financed their expedition, and 
bring over from Holland their brethren who had remained be- 
hind. The natural difficulties providing for themselves the 
rigors the first winters, let alone paying off what must have been 
those days large debt, made directed enterprise necessary. 
Apparently the Colony’s debt amounted some twenty-four 
hundred pounds interest rate least thirty per cent. 

The site the Pilgrims chose for their trading post Aptuxcet, 
the Indians’ name for the Post, was accessible the Dutch from 
New Amsterdam, the Indians, and also themselves. 
the present-day town Bourne, the south bank the Cape 
Cod Canal. that time was the Manamet River, the 
mouth which the thrifty Dutch could easily sail Buzzards 
Bay. From the Scusset River (now the eastern entrance the 
Canal) there was only short portage Aptuxcet. From Plym- 
outh these two rivers formed then, now, the only way “avoyd 
the compassing Cap-Codd and those dangerous when 
making “‘any vioge the southward.” 

Local tradition always knew the site this spot, but was not 
until 1852 that any excavating was done. that time Dr. John 
Batchelder and William Russell Plymouth partially excavated 
wall one cellar hole and found the English hoe, which now 
Pilgrim Hall, Plymouth. Nothing further was done until 1921, 
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when under the enthusiastic guidance the late Percival Hall 
Lombard, the Bourne Historical Society was formed. Five years 
later this society undertook complete excavations, the results 
which were rich beyond expectations. 

Not only did the searchers uncover almost intact the founda- 
tions the building, but also they found many articles Apostle 
spoons, pieces Dutch slip-ware bowls, old clay pipes, various iron 
articles, and remarkable candlestick all which could 
dated and which make the identification the site positive. 

With the aid many generous donors and after intensive re- 
search, both here and England and Holland, reproduction 
the first Aptuxcet was erected 1930. built the original 
foundations, one the most interesting monuments the Pil- 
grim Fathers and one the most significant, for are all too apt 
remember the Pilgrims only for their social and religious con- 
tributions progress, and forget that they must also have been 
business men the highest caliber make success the un- 
dertaking which the Merchant Adventurers staked them. 

Besides enabling the Pilgrims pay off their debts, Aptuxcet 
important for another reason. Barter trade with the Indians was 
not always satisfactory. Trinkets, whose appeal the Indians 
were easily susceptible, varied greatly value from time time. 
today wider scale, the need their smaller business world 
was for stable standard exchange. Through their contacts with 
the Dutch Aptuxcet, the Pilgrims learned wampum, which 
was made from the shell the quahaug. proved accept- 
able medium exchange and was come into such demand that 
the supply was hardly sufficient. The Dutch used their trade 
with the Indians what now Albany, and the Pilgrims used 
far north Kennebec, where they had another post. The 
early introduction wampum basis exchange enabled the 
Pilgrims carry over broad territory trade many articles, 
which the most important included furs (beaver, otter, mink, 
and muskrat), trade and other finer cloths, sugar, corn, tobacco, 
beads and other trinkets, knives and hatchets, and lumber. And 
was from this trade that they were able pay off their debts 
London and become financially independent. 

What the inventory problems the man who kept the store 
Aptuxcet were, how kept his accounts, what methods sales 
promotion used, not know. All students the earliest 
American business history wish did, but they can point with 
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pride the building Aptuxcet, where have more tangible 
relics little recognized part the Pilgrims’ lives than all 
their religious and social life put together. Intangibly, the form 
this organization, centralized for the benefit the whole com- 
munity, contrasts strangely with the democratic ideals the 
more famous Yet who would say which 
principles are the ascendency today?

death James Phelan October leaves gap the ranks 
the Society’s membership which can never completely filled. 
Despite multiplicity other duties and affiliations, Mr. Phelan 
always found time encourage and advise the group its activi- 
ties. Since joining the Society January 1926 charter mem- 
ber, has never wavered his enthusiasm for the enterprise. 

The same understanding interest and enthusiastic support given 
the Society’s activities may found all projects which Mr. 
Phelan was engaged. For thirty-seven years distinguished him- 
self the investment banking field partner the firm 
Hornblower and Weeks. 

Some indication the scope and diversity Mr. Phelan’s in- 
terests may indicated listing few his more outstanding 
achievements. During the World War served the Massachu- 
setts assistant food administrator, executive manager the Public 
Safety Committee, and member the executive committee 
the Boston Liberty Loan drives. 1922 and 1923 was state 
emergency fuel administrator, and 1931 was head the state 
unemployment relief committee. various times served 
such state relief committees the San Francisco earthquake, 
Chelsea fire, Salem fire, Messina earthquake, Halifax disaster, and 
Ohio flood committees. one time was president the Boston 
Chamber Commerce. 

Mr. Phelan was the first American decorated Pope 
Pius Knight Malta, and 1931 was awarded the 
Laetare medal which given annually the outstanding Catholic 
layman the University Notre Dame. was trustee 
director wide variety business undertakings, and was mem- 
ber numerous clubs and societies. 
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The Business Historical Society deeply regrets the death 
member who has been such good friend the people his state 
and the country large.
